ARRINGTON is w ith­ 
out 
doubt 
tho 
most 
sought 
and 
oftenest 
visited by tourists of 
any city in the United 
States, and from now 
on to the first or mid­ 
dle of May is the best 
season to visit the n a ­ 
tional capital. 
Owing 
to its numerous parks and gardens, its 
wide, shaded streets and avenues and 
verdant surroundings it offers a t t r a c ­ 
tions that can best be appreciated in the 
spring.

And the worst of It ail is 
that they are there yet, as any visitor 
tan testify who has to wend his way 
for more than half the distance between 
them in going from the capitol to tho 
White House or treasury. 
It is pro­ 
posed now' to restore the Mall to its 
pristine glory as originally intended, 
and these eyesores will he torn down to 
make way for others more In harm ony 
with the general scheme of adornment. 
One of the greatest stumbling blocks 
In the way of carrying out the new-old 
plan of embellishment was the station 
of the Pennsylvania railroad, which not 
only stood upon the inner edge of th» 
Mail, close to Pennsylvania avenue, but 
vvuH, of course, connected by wide track ­ 
age with its main line north and south. 
Strange to say, the m anagem ent beld 
titles to the land granted It by some 
shortsighted administration of the old 
regime, and all endeavors to oust it 
were futile until President C assatt hlm- 
self proposed to Join with the com m is­ 
sioners In beautifying the capital. 
It was at first proposed that the Penn­ 
sylvania remove its trackage and build 
ii new station to the south of the Mall, 
but fortunately through the acquisition 
of control over the Baltimore and Ohio 
system the two roads were united under 
o n e m anagem ent, and It was made pos­ 
sible to erect a station that could be 
used as a terminal for both.

The people of tho house became panic- 
stricken and many of them owe their 
lives today to the brave work of the fire­ 
men. policemen and one Patrick Foley. 
The blaze was discovered about 10.40 
in the four-3tory building owned by B er­ 
nard J. Devine. Patrick Foley, employed 
in the store of Mr. Devine on the first 
floor, saw smoke issuing from the win­ 
dows of the first floor and he hastened to 
the house of engine company 15 and gave 
the alarm. 
While the apparatus was on 
the way to the scene Patrolm an Scott, 
who had also seen the smoke, pulled the 
hook in box 123. 
On the arrival of engine 15. Capt. Smith, 
with firemen Chittlck and Hickey, and 
Sergt. Howe, Patrolm en Scott, Cook and 
Cummings, and Foley, 
rushed 
up 
the 
stairs to the rescue of the tenants. 
On the second floor were the families 
of Michael Conroy, M atthew 
Donovan 
and 
Martin Conroy. 
The people 
were 
confused by the dense smoke and did 
not know where to turn. 
The rescuers 
carried them down stairs and returned 
and got the rest of the panic-stricken.

The rejection of the bill by the 
convention would mean that both Chief 
Secretary Wyndham and his bill would 
disappear. He knew what he was say- 
ing when lie said, that al this moment 
the positions of the government of Mr. 
Wyndham and of the land bill were all 
weak positions. 


He deprecated any mixing up of the 


questions of land ami home rule. He 
believed tha.t the settlement nf the land 
question would remove the most for- 
midable obstacle on the road to home 
rule, but the suggestion made by some 
liberals that the Irish land hill should 
be accompanied by a measure of home 
rule was dangerous, and tlie suggestion 
was likely to wreck tlie bill. He consid- 
ered that Ireland ought to hs prepared 
to give Mr. "Wyndham'K attempt to deal 
with the question n fair trial. 


After outlining the rtc-slniblc amend- 


ments to the land bill, Mr. Redmond 
expressed surprise that there should be 
any uncertainty regarding the recep- 
tion that Ireland would give to King 
Edward on his coming visit.

in fixing wages and hours, the operatives would work about twelve hours a 
day for about tw o-thirds of their present wages. It is a misfortune to any 
city to have factories of any kind owned in other places. 
Particularly is 
this true if the factories be cotton mills. 


BIG DEMOCRATIC VICTORY. 


In the election of C arter ITarriaon as mayor of Chicago, tho dem ocrats 
won a great victory. 
The chief issue was for municipal ownership of pub­ 
lic franchises in the streets and for the referendum, two principles 
p e c u ­ 
liarly democratic, and which are rapidly becoming more popular 
in 
cities 
all over the country. 
It Is alleged that a vast am ount of money was spent 
to defeat Harrison by the speculating combines, but it was offset by the 
inroads he made into the republican party.

TO H E L P T H E LO W ELL STR IK ERS. 


The Lowell Sun seems disposed to resent the sym pathy which its town 
Is getting from outside sources on account of the strike. 
It is almost defi­ 
ant in saying that “business has been good here, in fact, better than usual 
since the strike opened.” 
After the strike has been going 
on 
about 
six 
weeks there will be occasion to talk another way. if the experience of 
New 
Bedford is anything to go by.—New Bedford Standard. 


By no m eans are we defiant. 
Tile 
Sun simply pointed out that the first 
week of the strike was the hest for the storekeepers for many moons. 
We 
mentioned, too, of course, the fact that m any of the operatives had money in 
the banks upon which they could draw, lf necessary, to sustain them during 
a long strike. 
The example of the Greeks In declining aid and offering 
to help 
the 
unions In preventing distress was magnanim ous. 
But the strike Is now in 
Its second week and it is time to take steps to prevent 
suffering 
among 
the families, each of which had to live upon the weekly wages of perhaps 
one man. 
These are already In w ant and the Sun has made an appeal 
for them In consequence. This appeal Is addressed to New Bedford, Fall Riv­ 
er and other mill cities aa well as to the friends of labor in Lowell. 
The Sun will publish a list of an contributions received 
and 
turn 
them over to the treasurer appointed b y the unions. 


ADVICE TO T H E STRIKERS. 


The Sun would thus early take occasion to caution the strikers against 
any form of violence or interference with those who m ay wish to return to 
work, lf there are any such. 
Nothing could be more fatal to their cause than any disturbance of the 
peace, mob violence or riots of any kind. 
Any such occurrence will give the mills an opportunity to call upon the 
police, to apply for restraining Injunctions and to g*'t the machinery of the 
law at their back. 
Besides, every aet of 
lawlessness will be taken up and magnified out of 
all proportions by the corporation organs and 
sensational 
papers so that 
public sym pathy will be turned against the strikers instead of being held 
on their side as at present. 
Public sympathy, let it be remembered, 
is a very strong factor 
In the 
case. We have only to refer to the H artford strike to emphasize this fact. 
In the Hartford street railway strike public sym pathy was on 
the side 
of the strikers until either the strikers or 
their friends lent themselves 
to 
acts of vlolehce and lawlessness. 
The people 
at first refused 
to ride on 
the cars and the company was practically Idle until m urder was committed 
and then even those who had been strongest 
in 
their 
sym pathy 
for 
the 
strikers arrayed themselves on the side of the company and so it is In all 
oases. 
The strikers can m ake no more fatal 
blunder 
than to do 
anything of 
this kind. 
They can Judge from what has already occurred. They 
see 
how ready 
the police are to preserve order. 
That Is what 
the police 
are paid for; 
but if any serious trouble be encountered the authorities m ay be easily per­ 
suaded to resort to mofe forcible measures. 
Ruch a course would be much to be deplored, not only for the good nam e 
of the city but for the reputation of the operatives already noted for so­ 
briety, order aud respect for the law. 
* 
The operatives have had an example of how' a mere trifle will Involve 
them In serious trouble. 
B e c a u se the Greeks in holiday enthusiasm 
crowded a street, 
they 
were 
pushed and hustled around by 
the police until four were arrested. Their 
cases were placed on Alc by Judge Hadley, who In commenting upon the situ­ 
ation delivered a short address in which he gave the Greeks some very ex­ 
cellent advice. This advice applies equally to 
every other 
nationality in­ 
volved in the strike. 
It is well worthy of serious attention by 
all the strikers, 
who should 
remember th at if any other parties are brought 
before Judge Hadjey for 
making any disturbance In connection with the strike, 
they will 
not have 
the same leniency extended to them. ; 
If they wish to aid the strikers in their struggle for higher wages, they 
will keep within the law, avoid all turbulence and thus hold 
public 
sym ­ 
pathy on their aide. 
Some of the sensational papers exaggerated the 
occurrence to the m ag­ 
nitude of a riot and represented that it m ight be necessary to call out the 
m ilitia today and yet not a blow was struck and 
nothing 
worse 
than the 
crowding of a sidewalk haft been charged by the police. 
The reporters who have been anxiously waiting since the opening of 
the strike for something to work up into a sensation saw here their oppor­ 
tunity and to heighten the effect they had an Imaginary Joan of Arc lead­ 
ing the Greeks in an onslaught upon the few of their countrym en who had 
gone back to work. 
Our advice to the strikers is do n o t give the sensational writers and 
the corporation organs another such opportunity to injure your cause 
and 
help the mill agents. 


The following maxims of the late G.

The people of the house became panic- 
stricken and many of them owe their 
lives today to the brave work of the fire­ 
men. policemen and one Patrick Foley. 
The blaze was discovered about 10.40 
in the four-3tory building owned by Ber­ 
nard J. Devine. Patrick Foley, employed 
in the store of Mr. Devine on the first 
floor, saw smoke issuing from the win­ 
dows of the first floor and he hastened to 
the house of engine company 15 and gave 
the alarm . 
While the apparatus was on 
the way to the scene Patrolm an Scott, 
who had also seen the smoke, pulled the 
hook in box 123. 
On the arrival of engine 15, Capt. Smith, 
with firemen Chittick and Hickey, and 
Sergt. Howe, Patrolmen Scott, Cook and 
Cummings, and Foley, 
rushed up the 
stairs to the rescue of the tenants. 
On the second floor were the families

Public sympathy, let it be remembered, is a very strong factor In the

A S H IN G T O N is with­ 
out doubt the most 
sought and 
oftenest 
visited by tourists of 
an y city in the United 
States, and from now 
on to the first or m id­ 
dle of M ay is the best 
season to visit the n a ­ 
tional capital. 
Owing 
to its numerous p ark s and gardens, its 
'vide, shaded streets and avenues and 
verdant surroundings it offers a ttr a c ­ 
tions that can best be appreciated in the 
spring. 
Beautiful a s it is. however, 
owing to 
the 
lavish expenditure of 
money, it is to be im m easurably im ­ 
proved by the outlay of millions in the 
very near future. 
Am ong the greatest 
of these im provements will be the new 
union station, plans for which have 
been recently submitted and approved. 
The subject is not a new one, having 
long been agitated, the two old stations 
having become obsolete, and, in fact, 
never having answered

and O. station is an eyesore, an arch i­ 
tectural monstrosity, while that of the 
Baltim ore and Potom ac—both in con­ 
trol of the Pennsylvania m anagem ent— 
though fairly adequate architecturally, 
stan d s right in the center of the city’s 
p ark s and is wholly out of place. 
But 
now that congress, the D istrict com m is­ 
sioners and the Pennsylvania railroad 
are acting in harmony there is a prom ­ 
ise of better things In store for W ash ­ 
ington. 
According to the official plans, the 
structure will be longer than the capi- i 
tol, or 760 feet, 90 feet high and corre- ■ 
spondingly wide. 
It is to be built of , 
pure white marble. 
Its location, at the J 
junction of M assach usetts and D ela­ 
ware avenues, within four sq uares of 
the capitol, gives it a central situation !

tion of congress, has undertaken the 
restoration of Washington along lines 
in harmony with the original plan of 
the city by L ’Enfant more than a hun­ 
dred years ago. 
This comprehensive 
scheme h as stood the test of more than 
a century4 and the best the commission 
could do. in Its opinion, after visiting 
the finest capitals of Europe and cogi­ 
tating over the plan for months, w as to 
recommend Its adoption and elabora­ 
tion, The chief feature of the L ’En fant 
scheme w a s the uniting of the two 
great stru ctu re* of the capital—the ca p ­ 
itol on the hill and the White House 
near the Potomac 
by a parklike eon- 
I nertlon culled the Mali. This stretch of 
j verdant park and gardens Is more than 
a mile in length and w as intended a s an 
emerald setting for great edifices. 
On 
•a c h side of it were to be erected the 
great 
departm ent 
buildings 
a s 
they 
should become necessary, and this a g ­ 
gregation 
of 
park 
and 
magnificent 
structures was to bu the fitting nucleus 
of the city. 
It is all the more remarkable, In view 
of the indorsement of the plan by the 
commissioners, that this comprehensive 
scheme w as projected when W ashing­ 
ton w as virtually a sw am py forest.

It w as not adhered to, unfortunately, for 
in the stress of subsequent times the 
city fathers allowed themselves to be 
diverted by tin* prospect of public emol­

shanties, tenements and cheap hotels 
rose mush room I Ike to disgrace the n a­ 
tion’s capital. And the worst of It all Is 
that they are there yet, a s any visitor 
can testily who has to wend his way 
for more than half the distance between 
tlnm in going from the capitol to tho 
White H ouse or treasury. 
It is pro­ 
posed now to restore the Mall to its 
pristine glory as originally intended, 
and these eyesores will be torn down to 
m ake way for others more in harm ony 
with the general scheme of adornment. 
One of the greatest stumbling blocks 
in the way of carrying out the new-old 
plan of embellishment w as the station 
of the Pennsylvania railroad, which not 
only stood upon the inner edge of the 
Mali, close to Pennsylvania avenue, but 
was, of course, connected by wide track ­ 
age with its main line north and south. 
.Strange to gay, the m anagem ent held 
titles to the land granted it by some 
shortsighted adm inistration of the old 
regime, and all endeavors to oust it 
were futile until President C a ssa tt him ­ 
self proposed to join with the commis­ 
sioners in beautifying the capital. 
It was at first proposed that the Penn- 
Sylvania remove its track age and build 
a new station to the south of the Mall, 
but fortunately through the acquisition 
of control over the Baltim ore and Ohio 
system th** two roads were united under 
one management, and it w as made pos­ 
sible to erect a station th at could be 
used a s a terminal for both. 
The old 
sites will be abandoned, ail grade cro ss­ 
ings will be abolished, and thus the 
ground will be left clear for the ca rry ­ 
ing out of the great scheme of em bel­ 
lishment, which will include the erec­ 
tion of monuments, a memorial bridge, 
hundreds of sm all p arks in and around 
the city, boulevards and speedways, a r ­ 
tificial islands In the Potomac, etc,, and 
the erection of publlo buildings on an 
intelligent plan.

N E W YORK, April 9.—The

bers of the Union league club of this 
city will take radical steps, it is said, 
favoring negro suffrage in the south 
In their April meeting, which occurs 
tonight. 
In a word, congress will be appealed 
to to deal with the question along the 
line of a radical reduction of repre­ 
sentation of 
the southern states In 
congress. 
It is just about a year ago th a t the 
I aion .club was divided on the ques­ 
tion of discharging negro 
attendants. 
The negro servants were kept by a 
vote of three to one after a stormy 
sessions. 
The report of the club committee on 
political reform which is expected to 
precede the action favoring negro suf­ 
frage 
will, 
it 
is believed, 
create 
a 
convulsion in the southern states. 
After reciting that certain southern 
states have taken steps to circumvent 


congress be asked to take up the ques­ 
tion without a m om ent’s delay. 
It recommends also th at this body 
be asked to cut down southern repre­ 
sentation and that 
a large sum of 
money be appropriated to test the v a­ 
lidity of the recently adopted consti­ 
tutions in Alabama, 
Virginia 
and 
other states in the south. 
The ablest counsel 
in thin country 
will be employed to prepare and argue 
these test cases regarding the consti­ 
tutions mentioned. 
In addition to the 
sums appropriated, it is proposed to 
ask the individual members of 
the 
club to contribute. 
One of 
the prime movers in this 
movement is said to be former secre­ 
tary of the interior Cornelius N. Bliss. 
The club is expected to adopt reso­ 
lutions following the adoption of the 
com mittee’s 
report. 
Ten 
thousand 
copies of these resolutions ^ ill be cir 
culated to state senators, lo prominent 
church men and those in authority 
everywhere.

Crawford, a boy of 16, 
who

shotgun which discharged and brought 
about the cruel result. 
The tragedy occurred early 
yester­ 
day afternoon, 
and Its terrible conse­ 
quences 
shocked 
not only 
the 
im­ 
mediate families 
touched by the af 
fair, but the entire community. 
The 
peculiar details of the shooting point 
to the 
only explanation of the affair 
th a t is given, th a t of young Crawford, 
who says that he was 
going to show 
the 
gun to Charlie 
Brendle when he 
dropped the weapon and it w ent off. 
Rut Coroner Harrison D. Lord, who 
visited the scene of 
the affair yester­ 
day, 
has ordered a 
coroner's inquest 
to 
be 
held 
on F riday 
evening 
to 
further satisfy himself of the circum­ 
stances under which 
the Boy met his 
death. The father of 
the dead 
boy 
was nearly 
distracted by 
the calam ­ 
ity and 
it is at 
his suggestion that 
Coroner 
Lord takes steps

definite findings in the n atu re of the 
shooting. 
The 
sad 
affair 
occurred 
about 
I 
o’clock 
in the 
afternoon. 
Charlie 
Brendle, 
eldest 
son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Brendle, who live on Rockland avenue, 
near the Goffstown line in W est Man­

three other boys at the barn of George 
Batchelder, 
who also 
lives 
on 
the 
same 
avenue, 
and nearby. 
At the

of the accident, there were

Mr. Batchelder *

Batchelder, 
a boy of 14; 
Harold Crawford, 
son of Mrs. Minnie 
Crawford, 
and 
two of the 
Brendle

The only one of these able to explain

Harold Crawford,

boy whose 
misfortune it

The smaller Brendle 
boy wras Just outside the barn at

and Frank Batchelder says he 
was occupied in feeding the colt in the 
barn at the same time so did not see 
how* the affair happened. 
Young Crawford explains ftie shoot­ 
ing substantially as follows: 
YOUNG CR A W FORD ’S STORY. 


I had just gone Into the b a m on an 
errand 
and stopped a few minutes 
with the boys. 
There w as an old­ 
fashioned shotgun, or musket, just at 
the head of the stairs leading from the 
barn floor to the loft—a gun th a t Mr. 
Batchelder had loaded to shoot a cat 
with. 
I was looking at it and w ant­ 
ed to show the Brendle boy what a 
strange old gun it was. He was down 
in the barn and I was up perhaps a 
step or two from the loft floor. 
I hail 
told him to see what a curio it was 
and he was just starting up the steps 
toward me. when somehow I dropped 
the gun and it fell on the stairs and 
went off. 
It was a heavy, aw kw ard 
thing, and I don’t know just how it 
slipped 
from my hands, but It did. 
Then it went off and struck the Bren­ 
dle boy right in the neck and face. 
ALMOST INSTANT DEATH. 
The boy was terribly wounded and 
fell in a heap a t the foot of the stairs. 
The frightened children 
about 
the 
place ran away, too startled to know 
w hat to do. 
Crawford realized 
the 
awfulness of the affair, and taking the 
Ump form in his arm s carried him to 
the other end of the Batchelder house, 
which is rented 
by Mr*. Crawford. 
The bleeding boy 
was laid on the 
floor, and with entreaties to his m oth­ 
er to do something for his companion, 
young Crawford hurried to a neigh­ 
boring house 
and hitched up a horse 
to hasten to town for a doctor, 
Dr. Frederick C- Stewart wa* secur­ 
ed, but his arrival at the boy’s side 
was too late to be of avail. 
He had 
died in about twenty m inutes 
after 
the shooting, and had been 
uncon­ 
scious practically all the time. 
Mrs. Crawford had endeavored to do 
all in her power for the boy, but the 
shot had made a terrible wound in his 
neck and shoulder and bleeding was 
profuse. 
Mr*. Crawford's first know­ 
ledge of the affair came from her son 
when he brought the victim of the ac­ 
cident for her to help. 
She nays that 
her bo> 'was crying with anguish and 
telling 
her: "H e re s 
a 
boy th a t 
is 
shot. Do something for him. mother." 
Mrs. Crawford said her son, 
when 
she asked how the accident occurred, 
answered: 
"I was looking at the gun, when it 
fell out of my hands and went off.’’

He was only twenty-three when he took 
up this labor of )ovef but from the first gave 
promise of the great attainments of his later 
life In the world of music.
